secrets of weapon develop- 
ment and, according to the 
Chalrman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, does 
. not conflict with — the 
stringent terms of the pre. 
sent American Jaws relating 
to atomic weapons. Britain, 
too, haa a persunsive point 
iv favour of exchanging thls 
type of information. it is 
that if her civilian defence. 
mensures proved inadequate |: 
against atomic attack 
because of Jack of informn- 
‘lon, the repercussions on 
the ‘alllance would be very 
xerlous, From the stand. 
point of statesmanship, to 
say nothing of simple 
humanity, the projected 
alteration in American 
atumic policy is being: made 
none too soon.
